FROM  THE 

Rabbi's  Desk 


Plus  Ca  Change...* 

There  is  a  fascinating  piece  of 
American  history,  which  has  been  fea¬ 
tured  in  the  British  press,  but  I  have  not 
seen  it  in  the  newspapers  here. 

Ben  Macintyre  writing  in  the 
London  Times  points  out  that  this  is  not 
the  first  time  that  America  has  been  at 
war  with  Muslim  terrorists. 

In  the  year  1801,  exactly  200  years 
ago  before  terrorists  destroyed  the 
World  Trade  Center,  the  President  is 
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Agudat  Yesharim 
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Paul  S.  Schreiber . President 
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Thomas  Jefferson,  not  George  W.  Bush, 
and  the  enemy  is  not  Osama  bin  Laden, 
but  the  Pasha  of  Tripoli. 

The  pirates  of  the  Barbary  States- 
Morocco,  Algiers,  Tunis  and  Tripoli-had 
preyed  on  shipping,  and  these  terrorists 
knew  that  American  ships  were  fair 
game.  Prisoners  were  horrendously 
treated  before  any  ransom  was  paid. 
Many  were  forced  to  convert  to  Islam 
under  torture.  On  Jefferson’s  accession, 
almost  $2  million,  one  fifth  of  the  entire 
revenue  of  the  United  States,  was  being 
paid  in  tribute  to  the  corsairs. 

Some  felt  that  paying  off  the  pirates 
was  the  only  civilized  way.  Nations 
fought  nations,  not  tin  pot  pirates,  it 
was  thought. 

Jefferson  believed  otherwise  and 
armed  with  the  popular  cry  “Millions  for 


defense,  not  one  cent  for  tribute”-he 
ordered  the  U.S.  Navy  to  sail  for  Tripoli 
to  defend  American  interests  abroad. 
The  words  of  James  Madison,  a  future 
President  after  that  war,  might  be 
uttered  today  by  President  Bush:  “Tho’ 
we  prefer  peace,  we  are  prepared  for  war 
and  will  make  no  concessions  of  any 
sort  to  avoid  it.” 

Like  the  conflict  facing  us  now,  the 
problem  was  complex  and  many  sided: 
Pasha  Yusuf,  like  bin  Laden,  was  only 
the  most  provocative  of  the  extortionist, 
terrorist  warlords.  He  was  neutralized, 
but  others  moved  in  to  take  his  place.

Book  of  the  Month:  Baruch  Halpern’s 
David’s  Secret  Demons:  Messiah, 
Murderer,  Traitor,  King. 

The  Bible  portrays  King  David  as  an 
exceptional  man  and  a  paragon  of  godly 
devotion.  But  was  he?  Some  scholars 
deny  that  he  existed  at  all.  Did  he?  This 


challenging  book  examines  the  written 
and  archaeological  evidence  critically  in 
an  effort  to  paint  an  accurate  picture  of 
one  of  the  Bible’s  central  figures. 

Neither  defending  nor  rejecting  the 
traditions  about  David,  Baruch  Halpern, 
a  leading  scholar  of  biblical  history  and 
the  ancient  Near  East,  traces  the  origins 
and  development  of  David’s  persona. 
Because  the  biblical  text  clearly 
responds  to  concerns  that  can  only  be 
contemporary  with  David  himself,  we 
can  believe  that  David  was  both  real  and 
a  central  actor  in  the  historical  drama  of 
ancient  Israel.  Yet,  at  the  same  time,  the 
written  record  also  shows  that  contem¬ 
poraries  understood  David’s  character 
to  be  much  more  unsavory  than  the  tra¬ 
dition  has  hitherto  allowed. 

Halpern  digs  beneath  the  layers  of 
tradition  to  understand  David  as  an 
individual,  a  person.  The  man  he  uncov¬ 
ers  turns  out  to  have  been  complex,

ambiguous,  and  -  above  all  -  surprising. 
According  to  Halpern,  the  image  of 
David  grew  over  time.  He  was  the 
founder  of  the  dynasty  that  perpetuated 
the  texts  about  him,  and  they  progres¬ 
sively  exaggerated  his  accomplishments. 
But  in  the  earliest  writings,  David 
remains  a  modest  figure,  as  this  book 
shows  for  the  first  time.  To  understand 
David  as  a  human  being,  one  must  keep 
in  mind  that  he  was  primarily  a  politi¬ 
cian  who  operated  in  a  rough  and  tum¬ 
ble  environment  in  which  competitors 
were  ready  literally  to  slit  throats. 

Halpern’s  work  raises  many 
provocative  questions.  Was  David  an 
Israelite  or  a  Philistine?  Was  Solomon 
really  David’s  son?  Did  David  take  the 
throne  of  Israel  by  the  consent  or 
against  the  will  of  the  people?  How 
many  murders  did  he  commit  on  his 
way  to  the  crown?  Indeed,  was  David 
someone  it  would  have  been  wise  to 
even  invite  to  dinner?

In  addition,  a  big  bonus:  Halpern’s 
accessible,  at  times  humorous  prose  will 
itself  draw  readers  everywhere  into  the 
compelling  story  of  David  found 
between  these  covers.
